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REMARKS 

Applicant has reviewed the Office Action mailed on August 28, 2003, as well as the art 
cited. Claims 1-31 are pending in this application. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

Claims 1-20 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(e) as being anticipated by Naegeli (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,574,797). Claim 1 recites a hybrid fiber-coax (HFC) network comprising, inter 
alia, a cable modem located within a fiber node. As described in the paragraph beginning at 
page 3, line 1 1 of the specification, locating a cable modem in a fiber node of a HFC network 
provides a number of distinct advantages. 

The Examiner states that Naegeli discloses a HFC network with a cable modem "attached 
to the HFC network." (See Office Action at 2.) Although Naegeli discusses an HFC cable 
system having a fiber node 108 and a cable modem 120, (see Figs. 1-2), it does not disclose an 
HFC network having a cable modem located within a fiber node, as recited in Claim 1 . 

Therefore, Naegeli does not anticipate Claim 1 , and Applicant respectfully requests the 
Examiner to withdraw the rejection of this claim under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e). In addition, for at 
least the same reasons stated above with respect to Claim 1, Naegeli does not anticipate Claims 
2-20. Accordingly, Applicant also respectfully requests allowance of Claims 2-20. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 103 
Claims 21-31 were rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Naegeli. 
For at least the same reasons stated above with respect to Claim 1 , Naegeli does not disclose, 
teach or suggest the inventions recited in Claims 21-31. Accordingly, Claims 21-31 are 
patentably distinguished from Naegeli, and Applicant respectfully requests allowance of these 
claims. 
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CONCLUSION
